0S0 and OPCj^ Ibelieve this provides us with an excellent opportunity 
to create good will both with the American Ambassador and with the 
present Greek Government and has asked for a Headquarters' decision 
on this matter. The decision is presently being made and will be 
■communicated to the field.
